Coal Mines in Alaska—A Usetul 
Cedar also discovered 

A discovery of considerable, and it may be 
of very great, importance has’ been made in 
that hitherto niuch-maligoed country, Alaska. 
There is plenty of copper there. Of that fact 
our citizens have been awate for some time, 
and there is some iron to be had for the dig- 
xing; but itis only quite recently tbat coal 
deposits have been discovered ; and should 
they prove to be of such baik and quality as 
their’ discoverets seem to think, and the’ 
samples brought to this city indicate, we may 
begin to induige in the hope that ships laden 
with coal from Englund, Australia and Brit- 
ish Columbia will soon be strangers in our 
harbor. Last Spring two|expeditions went 
north to prospect for the biack diamonds. 
One, which went on the schooner Gen Harney 
prospected slong the main! land and found 
coal at Cuok’s Inlet, in about latitude. 68} 
and near the const. The specimets shown 
to us ure of fair: quality. The eecond party 
suiled on the Wild Gazelle, and brought back 
with them 280 sacks of bituminous coal,. of 
very fine quality, taken from a very large vein 
situated iu the face of a steep bluff, on one of 
the Aleutian Islands, and within five hundred 
yards of a shelwred harbor, with exccLient 
anchorage for vessels of any size. It burns 
freely, with very little smoke. Experts who 
lave examined it suy that it burns like the 
Irish Kilkenny coul, which -is prized in all 
parts of the British Islands for drying grain, 
hops, ete., as itis free from smokeand gives 
no sulpburous fumes. A coal company is to be 
formed. The discuvers have taken measurcs 
to secure their title to the veins, and a com- 
pany will be formed as soon as possible for 
the purpose of prec ica.ly working them, and 
8 pplying the Pacitic Const with the Coal. 

In the vicinity of the coal-veins at Cook's 
Inlet, are large forests of a fine, white cedar, 
which has been found valuable for .carving: 
and other ornamen al purposes, in which « 
nght but close wood is required. Kimball & 
Co., the carriage-builders, have alarge quan- 
tity of it, and are using it to good advantage.

The Collapse of the Grandetr of 
Paris. 

Edward Dicey writes in Appleton'’s Jonrnal: 

Uf all the changes in the aspect of Paris 
which most strike the visitor who has not 
seen the city sMice the days of the Kmpire, 
the grentest is one which it is eniser to ap- 
preciate on the spot than to describe at a dis- 
tance. I know not how better to express it 
thim by sayi:g that the life has somehow 
goue out of lors. vis not only. that the 
streets are half empty, that carriages have 
weil nigh disuppeared, that the shop windows 
are bure of wares, that tride is obviously at 
a stand-still, that house after house is shut 
up, that there is no building going on, that 
beggars are to met be with everywhere ; there 
is besides alt this am unavoidable impression 
forced upon you as you wander about the 
city, that Paris has outlived its prime. Much 
of. this impression may be owing to the 
circumstances Of the moment, but still even 
eben order is restored under a settled Gov- 
ernment, I question if the recovery of Paris 
will be & very rapid, or even a very thorough 
one. Beneath the Empire Paris was devel- 
oped by artificial means, The wondrous ag- 
grandisement and embellishment of the city 
were out of all proportions‘to, the natural 
|growth of the country, marvelous as that 
growth was. And the artificial stimulus 
afforded by the imperial) system being re- 
moved, the grandeur of Paris bas, I think, 
collapsed for many a year tocome. Except 
in the improbable eveut of a Napoleonic res- 
toration, any Governmeut likely to be estab- 
lished. ia France must rely more upon the 
pOvinces than upon the capital. The desire 
exuibi.ed by the great mujority of the Bor- 
deaux Assembly, elecied as it is by universal 
suffrage, to remove the seat of Government 
from the banks of the Seine, was not 
merely an ebullition of provincial jealousy or 
reactionary partisanship, but was the ex- 





pression of a wide-spre.d, popular convic-| 8 


that the virtual supremacy of Paris is fatal to 
the welfare of France. While France re-
